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To the Printer of the Caledonian Mercury. 
STR, 

E have been entertained, for fome weeks paft, with advertife- 
ments in the news-papers relative to the Patronage Law. ‘The 
matter has not made much «noife as yet, but, by the end of a few 
months, may, perhaps, produce aflociations as formidable as thofe 
which oppofed the repeal of the laws againft Popery. By the voice 
of the public, it would feem a matter of much importangt. It will 
not, therefore be wondered at, if much is both faid and #rote on the 
fubjeat, though, perhaps, neither to the purpofe, nor énding in cone 
viétion. Permit me for once, Sir, to confider myfelf as one of the 
many writers whom the. {ubjeét- may draw into print; and, if you do 
not think my fentiments totally inadmiflible, give them, I pray you, a 

place in your paper. 
To make what I have to fay as fhort as poffible, I thall confine my- 


felf to the difcuffion of thofe arguments on-which the peceflity of the ~ 


repeal of the Patronage Law hath been hitherto refted, and which 
have been particularly held out to the public in the advertifements a- 
bove mentioned. 

It hath been faid, That it is contrary to reafon not to allow a con- 
gregation to chufe their paftor. As reafon is given us to direét us to what 
is right, nothing can be faid to be contrary to it that is moft condu- 
cive to any propofed end. Now, the queftion is, Whether a prefenta- 
tion, or a popular eleétion, would be the’ moft proper means of fupplys 
ing a congregation with a minilter? If we trace the praétice back 
through a few of the ages neare(t our own, we will not find that po- 
pular elegtions prevailed. During the eftablifhment of Popery, and of 
Epifcopacy which followed, either the clergy, or individuals among 
the laity, had the nomination of paltors to parochial charges ; and 
this has ever continued to be the cafe, unlefs in fome inftances whcre- 


Church or State. This privilege, however, in firch hands, may, per- 
haps, be confidered as an encroachment on the -natural rights of the 
people; and, therefore, thefe, it may be faid, are juftified in attempt- 
ing to regain what they have loft. If the chufing theit own paftors 
had ever been their right, we would certainly find fome proofs of it in 
the common praétice of the Church, in fome age or other.. Whether 
the people had this privilege in the primitive times, I thall confider af- 
terwards: In later ages, as I before obferved, we find it was not. 
This is, at leaft, a {trong prefumption againtt the right the people 
claim. 

As it is pretended that this privilege, of appointing a paftor in 
the hands of a patron or fingle perfon, is contrary to reafon, let us 
fuppote the people poffeffed of it, and then fee how far reafon will be 
confulted in their procedure. If the people are entitled to the right 
of eleétion, then every Chriftian, without exception, has equally the 
fame right. But the enemies to Patronage fay, That this right thould 
be vefted only in heads of families; hence every. unmarried man and 
woman in the parifh are treated Jike beafts. If the head of a family 
may be fuppofed anxious for the falvation of his foul, may not this be 
admitted in regard to every perfon in the pariih? And if this concern 
for his falvation entitles a married perfon to avote, why may it not 
alfo qualify an unmarried one? The one can have-no better right in 
reafon than the other, unlefs by his poflefiing, perhaps, more proper- 
ty than the other, he becomes more an objeé of a paftor’s care. It 
is true, they that have riches can hardly enter into the Kingdom of beaven, 
and, therefore, require more attention paid to them. 

If the people of a parifh were to meet for the eleGion of a minilter, 
that perfon would be preferred who had the votes.of a majority. But 
if reafon allowed every perfon to chufe a paftor for himielf, the mino- 














rity, in this cafe, would find reafon fet afide, and a paftor they did 
not chufe forced upon them. In a parith where there are 1000 per- 
fons entitled to vote, sor would carry the eleétion againft 4993 thus 
the one half of the parifh, except one, would have a minifter they did 
not like, and confequently would be difobliged. In a parifh where 
there are 500 perfons, including the patron, a prefentation could en- 
ly, at the worft, force a miniiter upon 499, a cafe by no means fo 
bad as the other: For no patron has the whole parith againft him; 
and where people are not allowed to vote, they are not fo much of- 
fended as if they were allowed to yote, and. their vote did not avail. 
Or where they are difubliged, becaufe they were uot allowed to vote, 
they are more eafily reconciled to their patron than they would be to 
their opponents in the other cafe. Where all cannot vote, then, or 
where al! could not agree, the right of prefenting is much better pla- 
ced in the hands of one than of many. 

But, in faét, the quettion in difpute is not, Whether the patron or the 
parith thall appoint a paftor to the.congregation 2 ‘but,: Whether the pa- 
tron or the parith thall prefent a minifter to factt a church, apd the li- 
ving annexed to it? In this point of view, it muft be owned, the pa+ 
tron has the beft right. But how did he acquire this right ? Did he 
wreft it out of the hands of the people? No. ,His atceftors, or theirs 
from whom he acquired the right, either built the church, and granted

the lands are the property of the patton; and in many parifhes again, 
the patron has no property, or but very little. In, this laf vafe, it 
would appear from reafon, according to fomé, that the patron could 
have no right to prefent. The want of territory, however, is ho arga- 
ment againft his right. This very privilege mult be confidered as pro- 
perty; as property either acquired py an equivalent, or as property 
preferved from the ruins of a iortune. A nian may divide his property 
as he pleafes. He may fell his landsiand keep his patronage, or vice 
ver/a. Whatever may be the nature of -his property, it is. equally fa- 
cred; and it is certain Government could mot invade it with any re- 
gard to juftice, though the whole kingdom fhould addrefs the Legifla- 
ture for that purpofe. ‘ 

But, fay the people, it is nat the patron, but éurfelves that pay 
the minifter; and therefore we thould have the privilege of chofing 
him. Jf all the lands in a parith are mine, it is certain that there is ¢ 
no fixed’ property in it, fubjeét to any kind of public burden, that have 
not-a right to. If I chufe to take the whole of thefe lands into my 
own hand, my tenants are removed, and there remain oo perfons In 
the parith but. the minifter and myfelé, and our families. When the 
parith contained perhaps roo perfons, the-mivifteregorivits® t 
when thefe are gone, he gets no lefs: And if the parith thould again 
be as populotis, he gets the fame, and no more. Hence it appears, 
that the minifter draws his ftipend. from the Jands, and pot from the 
tenants in the parifh. I let a farm to a tenant, which, in my own 
mind, | value at twenty pounds. I tell him he mult pay me nineteen 
pounds ten fhillings, and pay ten thillings of ftipend to the minifter. 
It will not furely be faid, then, that the tenant, though he delivers 
the money, is at the expence of the minifler’s ftipend. " ‘The fame rea- 
foning is equally conclufive, where the patrop has no territoriai pro- 
perty in the parith; for it mutt always be fippofed, that, whete thé 
patronage has been referved, an equivalent hath been given fome way 
or other, As the tenants in a parith, thea, pay no more money, &c. * 
to the minifter or their landlord, than the fuppofed vatse of theit , 
farms, they do not pay their paftor, and on this footing have no right 
to chufe him. pss 28 . a 

In the above-mentioned cafe, wherein 1 have fippofed myfelf both 
Patron and Proprietor of all the lands in the parith, it might happest 
that this year there isa v in the paftoral charge. The next year 
all my tenants leafes expire, and I have let my whole eftate to new tes - 
nants, which will make a total change of inhabitants in the parith. “1 
give a prefentation to the church and living. The prefent tenants tell 
me, tha: the minifter I have prefented is not to their fiking, and they 
will not receive him. By what rule are thefe perfons entitled to object 
to a fettlement which will not affeét them one way of other abbve 4 

twelvemonth ? Might not the new tenants tell. me, We are not inha- 
hitants of this parifh juit now, but we expeét to be  foon, and you 
mutt give us a minitter to our liking? It will he faid, perhaps, that fuch 
| a revolution will never take place ina parifh. It happens every year in } 
fome degree. Some inhabitants are going out, and fome ate. coming in. 
If they who go out chufe the minifter, they who come in have a mini- 
fter forced upon them, at leaft one whom they did not chufe. If they 
who are to come in join with thofe that are to continue in the /parith in 
the elcétion of a minifter, they who are to go out have a minifter forced 
upon them while they flay. It is impoffible, then, to fappofe a cafe 
wherein the right of fome will not be invaded, if all who are to be part 
of a congregation have a right, in nature and feafon, to chufe their paf- 
tor. So that as this muft happen in popular eledtions, and’ as a congre> 
gation would never be unanimous in their choice, to prevent thofe broils 
which would unavoidably arife in every parith, to the feandal of religi- , 
on, and deftruétion of public peace and order, reafun muft teach us, 
has it it hase to cenmvapeeoiaier toa ion than to a popular 
elefiion. Pe Ars) 

Another popular argument ufed again{t Patronace is, ** The people » 
would chafe better for themfelves than the Patron does.” This would 
not be the cafe; at leaft, it is entirely problematical. In every parith » 
there are perfens of different taftes, tempers, and difpfitions. What ‘ 
would pleafe one, would offend another. Every one would think his 
own opinion beft, in regard to the qualifications of a paftor, Every 
one would judge. All could not be gratified. Few would:be pleafed, 
Some would with their minifter lunged like a Stentor. . Others admire 2 
foft and eafy delivery. Some are beft pleafed with found reafoning and 
good fenfe, though divefted of flowery language. . Others again are more 
taken with this, let the fenfe follow when it pleafes, . How hhall-allthefe . 
taftes be gratified ? Not by any one man. eR 

But pray, Sir, What great evil is it that this fame Patronage ; 
Law brings upon the people? The Patron fays to them, Gen : 

.. | am informed, that Mr fuch a one is qualified for ng the-cure 

of a parith; and I therefore prefent him to my pal apn Fo living | 
annexed to it. Did the patron conftitute himfelf judge of the prefen- 
tee’s qualifications, and make him their paftor at his own hand, the 
people, Town, would have very juft caufe of complaint; but as the 
matter ftands, they have none at all. ‘The perion prefénted has been 
tried by the prefbytery. The prefbytery, by liceufing him, have 
told all the world that he is qualified for a minilter of the gofpel ; and 
therefore. if it fhould afterwards appear that he does not pofleis the 
proper talents, the prefbytery, and not the patron, fhould bear the 
blame.—With a very ill grace, then, do any of the clergy cry out a- 
gaintt prefentations. No pérfon can be prefented till he comes through 
their hands ; and if they throw an improper one in the way of a pa- 
tron or a pasith, they muft be anfwerable for all the ill confequences. - 

It will be faid, perhaps, that the prefbytery dare not refufe to Jie 
cenfe any perfon, who has a fufficient fund of learning, and whofe 
moral character cannot be impeached. If theie are not the only.re+ 
quifites, why do the Synod or General Aflembly pnt iuch violence 
upon the prefbytery ? The Synod or General Affembiy then, if. not 
the prefbytery, are in the fault, but by no means the patron.—The 
clergy have it in their power to cure the evil. Nhe General AGembly 
fhou'd make fuch regulations as may prevent unqualifed perfons set- 
ing into parifhes, and if they do not, let not the pations be blamed 
for prefenting their licentiates; and let not the clergy tell the people, 
with fo little truth, that -prefentations ave the canfe. of their getting 
improper perfons for their minitters. It is poflible a_ young man may 
be fit for one patith, and not for anothey: the prefbytery would do 
well, in fuch a cafe, to fignify in hislicenfe what kind of charge he is 
fit for.—In Eng'and no Bifhop ordains.a clergyman, gill he hath the 
certain profpeét of a cure, otherwifé he is obliged to fapport him. If 
this were introduced into Scotland, if the prefbytéry were not dllowed 
to licenfe any perion till he knew of.a kirk, unlefs they-would:contri+ 
bute for his fubfiftance, we fhould not have fo many young fellows go- 
ing through the country detting ignorant people by the eas. 

{n another letter, Sir, if yon admit this, I fhall Gonfidér how far 
Patronage is contrary to the praétice of the primitive Church, which 
its enemies fayitis, In the mean time, Iam, &c. :

‘They were not the general refuk and 
concurrence of your people. England; as a people, we revere, 
honour, e(teem, and love. It is only . thofe who would facri- 
fice a part of the people, under the appearance of faving tke 
whole, we have confidered our enemies. We faw it was pre- 
tence. We contemned the principle. We defpiftd its en- 
thors. In fettering us, England felt its thare of our Mavery. 
Any part of an empire bound by partial reftriQions, is like a 
part of the human body bound. The natural circulation it 
withheld front one part, to opprefs the other with a greater 
burden than is confiftent with its falubrity.” "Tbs tratly might 
be applied to fome political occurrences, Which, alth vugh fadise 
would now be improper to mention. Your good fenfe and ex- 
perience will difpenfe with the illaftration ; 10 that Ithall now 
proceed to {tate to you our political principles. ‘They are, in 
# word, ta be one people with the British empire. “ Out ambi- 
tion does not extend farther than fharing mutually the glory 
and profferity of Great Britain, Tecli.ve not what our ere- 
mies ate inclined to infinuate. We have no thoughts of fol- 
lowing the example of America Vieedom, not independence, 
as Our objeft. We confer it as iimpolitic.” as impradicable, 
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to render ourfelves independent of the Briguh State. Although 
we are {trong in will, we are not ftrong in political power. 
Our conftitution is naturally good ; but we are not yet adults. 
Our agriculture, commerce, and manufactures are yet in their 
infantine ftate. Indeed, my diffidence is fuch of our abfolute 
political ability, that I fear whether we are perfedly mg 
petent to this detached legiflation, which you have 7 
generoufly awarded us. peopc may have the theory ° 

Jegiflation ; but it muft be a nation who can reoder that theory 
effective ‘I'he diftinflion I would obferve between a poopie 
and a nation, 1s this—the former to confider it figuratively, is 
a youth who bas all the education of a gentleman who is not yet 
in pofleflion of his eltate, to ufe that education with brilliancy, 
‘The latter 
is the fanc perfon in poffeilion of that eftate, which enables him 
180 preferve his own dignity, and aid the neceiliaies of others. 
Without a people. poflefs this power. they-will never be a na- 
tion. kn the grand feale of political philofophy, a nation mutt 
not only be able to protect itfelf—it mutt have the power of af- 
fifting others, Nations are dependent on each other in the 
fame manner as the Icfs fubordinate fyitems. Sv that it can- 
not be called a nation, unlef: it podeffes this ability of foreign 
fervice, and domeftic prefervation. How far we are, then, a 
nation, may be ealily concluded, But we are free. We have 
great men; our dependence is onthem. ‘Their caution, wif- 
dom, and integrity, muft lead us from thofe flips naturally at- 
tendant on childhood, juft loofed from its leading ftrings. 

*¢ There cannot be too much faid in praife of what the patriot, 
Mr Grattan, oblerved refpesting that afhiftance which we are to 
give to England. He fays we can only affift her at fea. True, 
we can only aflift her at fea. To do this effectually, we muft 
have a navy. We maft have our ports formed into dock yards. 
It is, then, we thall not only be able to affift you, but to pro- 
tect ourfelves. What is.it we do not owe to our Volunteers? 
They were raifed in defence of our ifland again{t the common 
enemy, when it was not in the power of Great Britain to de- 
fend us; fo that, in thus defending ourfelves, we prevented 
our ufing thofe troops which were called on more immediate 
and neceffary fervice in other parts of the globe. Then, why 
fhould Great Britain be jealous of that power which was fo im- 
mediate to her own prefervation.

That envy is never gratified. Thefe pofitions contain much la 
tent troth ; bur truths, in being gencral, fometimes will not ad- 
mit of particular application. It is true, were we inclined to 
have envied the ftate of a nation, we have had fufficient reafon 
to. have envied yours.

No! all the object of envy was the 
privileges of the people. Thofe privileges are now reftored us, 
and we fhould, indeed, be the worft of ingrates, if our defires 
extended any farther. Believe me, Sir, you have nothing to 
fear in our rivalfhip. You are beyond it If we have a fur- 
ther defire, it is to preferve you on that pinnacle which feats you 
above every pretence of national competition. - Believe us your 
friends, and you will-never find us your enemies. 

** Having faid thus far, I cannot but applaud the natural and 
political penetration of your Minifter (Mr Secretary Fox).

The Committee having met in the interval of Synod, and talked o* 


ver the whole matter at large; andjin every point of,view, in the moft 
deliberate and ferious , manner, $hey, were gnanimonily of, opinion, 
That, thould the Synod have repd verdgtim. the mafs of writing that 
lay before them ; and thould shey,, vpga a “balance and éftimate, if 
that was poflible, amidft fo much confufk 
fition as had already appeared before elfen]; Mould they. fitid prefump- 

tions of Mr Macintofh’s guilt, even of a:violent-riatore by themfelves, 

but refting on the evidence and facts adduced by the woman and her 

particular conneétions—of a woman, who, before accufing Mr Macin- 

toth, had twice judicially brought the charge againft another man,— 
they could not confiftently have confirmed a fentence of depolition up- 
on fuch evidence: For what faith was to be given to fuch an accufer ? 
Ought not every future accufation to have been rejeéted indignantly ? 
At the fame time, after impartially furveying Mr Macintoth’s con- 
duét, through the whole procedure that had been laid open to them, 

they were of opinion, That they could not reverfe fimpliciter the fen- 
tence of the Prefbytety, and thereby reftore Mr Macintohh to the full 
exercife of his minifterial funétion, confiftently with their regard to 
character and public edification. The only expedient that rem.ined 

appeared to be, that the Synod fhould interpofe by a fentence of fu- 
f{penfion of that nature, as fhould evidently carry the marks of the Sy- 
nod’s intention of its being a fentence of. depofition under another 
name, whereby all the ends of depotition would be anfwered, and fome 
provifion made for five or fix poor infants, deftitute of every means of 
fubfiftence. Nor are they albamed*to acknowledge, that this humane 
confideration entered into their determifation, and made them happy 
in adopting a plan, that, in their beft judgmentand moft ferious views, 
left them to indulge the molt worthy fenLbilities of the human heart, 
without betraying charafier or the intereft of religion. 

But how could the Synod interpofe? Could they buckle one fen- 
tence upon the back of another pafied by an inferior cout, and give 
efficacy to the laft without rever{ing the firft? The Commitee were 
fenfible, the meaneft in the Synod of Murray knew they conid not, if 
any objections, by one. or other of the parties, fhould be formed a- 
gainft it. To prevent, therefore, every thing that could arife to de- 
feat the humane intentions of the Committee, the parties were talked 
with, every condition ftipulated, and the wliole plan by each refpec- 
tively agreed to. In this ftate it came ‘from-the Committee to the 
Synod, and was unanimoufly approved of;, at leaft, I do not remem- 
ber one, or but one, that fhoke againit it... The fecurity given 
Mr Macintofh, for one to fupply the parilh, agreeably to their own 
choice, was diawn ip and read in Court by Mr Macpherfon, azent 
and procurator for the parifh>-and the whole matter fettled in the 
moft harmonious manner, before the- Synod. announced the fentence 
of fufpenfion fine die. ‘The only objeétion that feemed to remain was, 
that the fentence of the Prefbytery being ftill unreverfed by any for- 
mal fentence, the patron might infift there was a vacancy, and confi- 
der himfelf entitled to préfent. This ebjefion was happily removed 
by the patron juft appearing by accident @&the-vety, moment the Sy- 
nod were deliberating on the report of the Committee, and the agree- 
ment of all the parties. That amiable and’ worthy geutleman gave 
the Synod the fulleft affurance of his fupporting the meafure they 
were about totake—a meafure no lefs the dictate of humanity, than a 
facred regard to the intereft.of religions” 3 « - 

This is a genuine ftate of the eal: ; and I can venture to pronounce, 
that the bounds of the Synod of Murray, the purfuers excepted, con- 
tains not half a dozen of names that were not fatisfied with the deci- 
fion; that did not, on every occafion, where the fubjeét happened to 
be mentioned, approve of it. It is, neverthelefS, certain, that, had 
the Synod entertained the moft diftant idea that a door of future dif- 
cuffion was left open before the Supreme Court—that any one cone 
cerned had, or could form a purpofe of bringing the whole affair before 
the Affembly, they would probably have faved themfelves all the 
trouble they fubmitted to, and have referred the whole, embarrafled 
as it lies, to that Venerable Court : Bat they could have no fuch idea, 
after the agreement of all parties, witbout athreat, without one iofi- 
nuation of an appeal.—If, after thisy: Mg Fergufon thall-fce the exer- 
cife of the ferula, for the chaftifement of thé Synod of Murray, necef- 
fary, fevere difciplinarian as he.feems to be, I hefitate not to be the 
firft to put it into his hands.
